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Enquiries show that Maximo RIESENBERG GINZBURG arrived 


in Shanghai in March 1936 and in July of the same year he 
obtained employment with the Swiss firm Liebermann Waelch 

11 and Co. where he remained until the day of his departure 
from Shanghai. He wae employed in the capacity of a bock- 
keeper and accountant with salary of $250.00 per mensen, 

After his departure and after the books of the above firm 
were checked by the chartered accountant it was revealed that 
during his course of employment in the firm he misappropriated 
the total sum of $1,350.00, 

And it was also revealed that before leaving Shanghai 
he borrowed $475.00 from the firms‘ compradore,. 

According to the French Police Boarding House Section, 
the person in question had been in Shanghai on a short visit 
between 1/11/31 and 3/12/32 on which date he left for Paria, 
France. During that visit he resided at 698, Route Bourgeat. 
During the last four months of hia satay in Shanghai he resided 
at a private Boarding House at 1212/8 Avenue Joffre at that 
time owned by Mra. N. Kokoreff, employee of Cohen Ltd. Henry 
H. at 133, Yuen Ming Yuen Road. Mrs. N. Kokoreff when ap- 
proached spoke favourably of the person in question saying 
that he was a good tenant, always Paying hia rent in advance 
but could not give any information as to his other activities.
